ITTSBURGH (Pa.) Jan. 25.—From all that ean be 
gathered at this hour, between one hundred and 
eighty and one hundred and ninety men are lying dead in 
the headings and passageways of the Harwick mine of 


the Allegheny Coal Company at Cheswick, the result of a 


terrific explosion today. 

Cage after cage has gone down into the ‘alii and come 
up again, but only one miner of all those that went down 
to work this morning has been brought to the surface. The 
rescued man is Adolph Gunia, and he is still in a semi-eon-

list of dead. Of those in the mine, all are probably dead. 


SUDDEN UNDERGROUND RUMBLE. 


The explosion occurred at 8:20 o’clock this morning, | 


and the first warning was a sudden rumble underground 
and then a sheet of flame followed up the deep shaft. Both 
mine cages were hurled through the tipple, twenty feet 


above the landing stage. and. tha three men on the tipple 
were hürled to the ground. The injured men were brought 


at once to this city; where two of them have died since; | 
As soon as the rumble of the ‘explosion.and’ the crash | 
at the pit mouth startled the little village, the wives and 


children of the men below rushed to the scene of the disaster 
but to receive no encouragemeat.

All day long there was a jam of waiting womeh and 


children waiting about the mouth of the pit. There were 


calla for assistance and for surgical aid from the men in 
charge of the mine, but it was not until 4 o’clock this af- 
ternoon that the first attempt at rescue was made. This 
was a failure, as the two men who volunteered were driven 
back by the foul air. 

‘t Shortly after 5 o’clock, Selwyn M. Taylor and one of 
his assistants signaled for the engineer to lower them into 
the shaft. Taylor is still down there. Three times ef- 


. forts have been made to reach him, but so far without 


avail. 
WAS WITH TAYLOR. | 

Thomas Wood, one of the first of the rescue party hauled 
to the surface, told his story of the trip through the mine. 
He said: ‘‘I was with Taylor, and we clambered over four 
falls. Taylor laid out the mine and seémed to know the 
way. There was one man alive at the foot of the shaft. 
He was sent up, and then we took the mule path into the 
south level. We saw two men who were alive, and notified 
those back of us, and then went on. We passed the third, 
fourth and fifth heading, and then through an overdrift 
into the a rshaft. I began to feel dizzy and sick, and then 
I saw Taylor stagger and fall. His lantern fell. We tried 
to lift him up, but could not carry him up and I made my 
own way to safety.” 

F. W. Cunningham, mine inspector of the Fourteenth 
District, reached Harwick about 7:80 o’dlock. When seen 
by an Associated Press reporter just after his arrival he 
said: I went to Greensburg to inspect a mine this after- 
noon, and when I reached home I found a bunch of tele- 
grams telling of this disaster. The mine where the ex- 
plosion took place was inspected about the first of Decem- 
ber. There was some gas there then, but I never consider- 
ed the mine dangerous.

BY FREEZING. 


Thirteen Trainioade a Sheep 
and Cattle Frozen—Fifty- 
we Degrees Below.

ST. PAUL, Jan. 25—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.} Fifty-two de- 
grees below zero and seven 
deaths from freezing, the loss 
of thirteen trainloads of sheep 
and cattle and the delay of 
traffic are the results of the 
cold spell in the Northwest. 
Winnipeg, Manitoba, records 
five deaths and the lowest tem- 
perature is 52 deg. below. New 
Richmond, Wis., comes next, 
with a temperature of 48 deg. 
below zero, the lowest in 22 
years. St. Paul has a tem- 
perature of 36 deg. below zero, 
not equaled in sixteen years. 

Reports from Yorkton and 
Swan River, where the 
Doukhobars live, say that the 
men of that sect have dis- 
carded their wheat bag and 
skin coats and are now wear- 
ing trousers, and regular ap- 
parel.

CHINA GETS DAMAGES. 
FOR SINKING OF CRUISER.’ 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
VANCOUVER, Jan. 25.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Ninety-five thousand pounds 
was the amount of damages awarded 
the Chinese government for the de- 
struction of the cruiser Quangtai, in 
August’ last, by the Canadian Pacific 
ateamer Empress of India. The 
cruiser was cut by the propellors of 
the Empress and sunk, and the com- 
mander and a large number of her 
crew were drowned. The Board of As- 
sessors held that the Em was 
overtaking the steamer, d conse- 
quently was blamable.

United States Might Be Required 
by Treaty Terms to Coun- 
sel Japan. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, Jan. 25.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] A special to the 
Herald from Washington says 
that the reported occupation of 
Korean soil by Japanese troops 
and the highly-charged situation 
has set diplomats’ talking 
and the administration officials 
thinking about the right which 
Korea possesses to demand the 
| friendship and good offices of the 
United States if she is opposed 
by any other power. Although 
this treaty obligation to the Her- 
mit Kingdom does not compel 
the United States to resort to 
arms, it brings the country close 
to the white heat of the Far 
Eastern crisis. 

The treaty which provides this 
possible point of friction says: 
“If other powers deal unjustly or 
oppressively with either govern- 
ment, the other will exert its 
good offices, on being notified of 
the case, to bring about an 
amicable agreement, thus show- 
ing its friendship.” 

This treaty was signed in 1882. 
If Korea desires to inform the 
United States that she considers 
Japan's course one of unjust ag- 
gression,. this government is 
bound to make overtures to Ja- 
pan and to extend its good of- 
fices for the purpose of bringing 
about an amicable arrangement 
of the trouble. At a time when 
the position of every power in 
the world has a vital bearing on 
the delicately-balanced situation 
in the Orient, even such a mild 
movement as an extension of 
good offices might have great 
effect.

WAS DRUGGED. 


FATHER OF WALTER BRIAN ASKS 
FOR INVESTIGATION. 


— — — 


Young Brian Succumbs to lajur- 
jes Received in Runaway Sunday 
Night and Cerener Win Hold in- 
Woman in the 
ase. 


Was Walter Brian drugged and 
robbed before he went te his death in a 
runaway accident near the easterly end 
of Downey avenue Sunday evening? 
Was he the victim of a gang. with 
whom he had been associating, or was 
bie death due to accidental] causes to 
which his own condition contributed? 
These are the questions which the boy's 
father has demanded that the authori- 
tles investigate, and which will result 
in a searching inguiry by the Coroner, 
assisted by the ft's force and de- 
tectives. 

Bridn died yesterday from the effects 
of injuries received while riding in a 
buggy along Downey avenue Sunday 
evening. He was uneonscious when 
feund and was taken first to his home 
and later removed to the Good Sa — 

Dr. Steddom at- 
ten him. A broken spoke from the 
buggy in which he was riding had pen- 
etrated his abdomen when 
thrown from the rig, 
resulted in his death. To the 
Pweysician the case presented only an 
aceidental death, but the boy's father 
Was not satisfied. 

Some persons informed him that his 
don had been drugged and he at once 
called upon the Coroner for an investi- 

tion. As a result of this demand, a 
eputy from the Coroner's office and 
Deputy Constable Adams an an in- 
quiry into the case last night with a 
view to bringing out all the facts at 
the inquest, which probably will be 
held today. 

So far as the investigation has pro- 
gressed, these officerg have been unable 
to discover an vidence that the 
young man was ugged. One impor- 
tant fact which y have brought to 
light is that he s not alone at the 
time he was fatally injured. was 
accompanied by a woman wh first 
name is Hazel, and who ves some- 
where on North Main street, but who 
she is and where, the authorities have 
been unable to discover. It has also 
been ascertained that Brian was at 
“Canary Cottage, e roadhouse east 
of the city, during vender afternoon, 
and while there he was drinking heav- 
ily. With the woman he started to 
drive toward the city, and when in a 
eut at Downey evenue, near Pritchard 
street, attempted to drive his horse 
slong a narrow footpath. The animal 
balked. and when Brian tried to whip 
it forward, the bugsy was overturned 
and demolished an rian was fatally 
injured. 

No motive has been discovered for 
saving drugged the young man. He 
wes not robbed, so far as the officers 
have been able to ascertain, and from 
what they have been able to discover 
it would seem that But for his boozy 
condition the accident would not have 


he ppened. 

DIED OF HIS WOUND. 
Joseph Kaunas Who Shot Himself in 
Elysian Park Two Weeks Ago 
Succumbs to the Injury. 

After lingering for two weeks, Joseph 
Kaunas died late Sunday night at the 
County Hospital. He was found in 
Elysian Park on January 4, suffering 
from a bullet wound in the right breast, 
self-inflicted. He was unconscious, and 
it was supposed that the man had at- 
tempted to commit suicide. He was 
taken to the Receiving Hospital, where 
the surgeons expressed the opinion that 
he would not live a day. The next day 
he was removed to the County Hospital. 
where he revived, and for several days 
was able to sit up. He told the docters 
that he had shot himself by accident 


while trying to ascertain whether his 
revolver was loaded. He denied that 
that he had attempted or desired to 
commit suicide. He realized that he 
could not recover, and left instruc. | 
—_ as to the disposition of his belong- 
ngs. 

The deceased was ative of Poland, 
28 years of age, and had no relatives in 
this part of the country. The body was 
taken to Bresee Bros’. morgue, where 
an Inquest will be held today.

King of Plungers Makes a 

Few Small Bets. 

Day is Marked by Downfall 
of Four Favorites.

“Pittsburgh Phil's” money was the 
cause ofachamois-skin panic in the bet- 
ting ring at Ascot yesterday. The quiet- 
mannered young man from New York 
occupied an inconspicuous place on 
the northern stairs of the grand stand 
and watched his choices win or lose as 
the turn came, doing his wagering as 
he always does, by commissioners. 

In his way, “Phil” is a reversal of 
form. The public idea of a race-track 
plunger is perfectly satisfied dy men 
of the John J. Ryan stamp. Big, ag- 
gressive fellows, sporting a diamond 
about the size and complexion of a 
lemon pie, exactly meet the popular 
conception of the part. “Pittsburgh 
Phil,” quiet and gentlemanly in de- 
meanor, rather reserved in bearing, 
but yet affable, never says anything 
about his operations—does not dash up 
to the betting ring in a red automobile 
with tooting horn—makes no flash of 
his money—but he bets it with a regu- 
larity, and a success that has earned 
him the title of “King of American 
Plungers.” 

“Phil's” operations 
prised the investment of about $1000 
all told—mere piking for him. On the 
day he won only $17.50, not having the 
track conditions down to a science. His 
mohey backed Montana Peeress from 
3 to 2 to less than evens for place in 
the fifth, and in the last his coin again 
chased Evander from 4 to 1 to 2 to 1 
for the same honors. 

“You certainly have a magnificent 
place here. I am greatly surprised at 
the track, and its appointments” re- 
marked Mr. Smith—that'’s his real 
nmame—yesterday.

He declared the Chinaman in China 


was more honest than the average 
American; that the Ja ese were the 


most chivalrous nation @n the face of 
the earth; that England and America 


wanted fair play, only when China 
played their way; and that Russia was 


the most vindictive and treacherous 
nation on the face of the globe. 

Some of the clerical brethren voiced 
their dissention to some of the opin- 
ions uttered by Dr. Reid. 

“China,” he said,, is the biggest 
thing in the world. Stand all the men 
in the world in a row and every fourth 
man will be a Chinaman; every fourth 
babe that is born into this world looks 
up into the face of a Chinese mother.

When Rev. Robert J. Burdette was 


introduced to the Ebell yesterday at- 


ternoon as one so deeply interested 


in the welfare of the club that he

“Where it will end, nobody knows,” 
he said yesterday, “but it certainly 
is hard on the man who is short on 
coffee. Such a sharp advance is «a 
bad thing because it leads to adulter- 
ation in order to meet prices. If cot - 
fee continues to rise, chicory will also 


mand for it. The local market is en- 
tirely governed by conditions in the 
East, but is suffering because of in- 
ability to buy. I learn that certain 


grades of coffee which were not han- 


died in the past are now bought up 
by Chicago dealers, and the importa- 
tion is gobbled up by the eastern 
market.” 

Samuel M. Newmark, of Newmark 
Bros., believes the sharp advance in 
coffee is due more to speculation thar 
a shortage in the crop. 

“The intense excitement ruling in 
the coffee market at the present 


time.“ he said, “gives rise to a heated 


controversy between the bulls and 
the bears. The former maintain that 
— only influence at work is the 
shortage in the present crop and the 
uncertainty of the growing one. The 
bears naturally resort to statistics, 
and hold the present visible supply 
of coffee the world as a strong 
point in their favor, there having 
deen but little decrease in this as 
compared with figures of last year. 

“The fact that each side has good 
grounds for its position would leave 
the onlooker im a quandary were it 
not for the fact that coffee has taken 
the sharpest advance known in many 
years, and either the bulle have the 
correct view or are the more con- 
fident operators. The staple brands

TEMPERANCE! N GERMANY. 


A General and Forceful Movement 
Now Under Way in the Direc- 
tion of Abstinence. 

An interesting communication con- 
cerning the growth of temperance sen- 
timent in Germany from United States 
Consul Diedrich at Bremen to Mrs. 
Mary H. Hunt of Boston has just been 
forwarded the latter by the State De- 

partment at ‘Washington. 

Referring to the results of Mrs. 
Hunt’s presence at the Internationa! 
Anti-Alcohol Congress in Bremen last 
April, which she attended in response 
to the German request to President 
Roosevelt that she there represent the 
American Scientific Temperance In- 
struction movement, Consul Diedrich 
sends her the following article from a 
Berlin paper which will be of interest 
to readers in this country. The article 
in reviewing a complete bibliography 
of recent German literature on the 
drink question lately issued, says: 

“Considering the newness of 
propaganda in the Fatherland the out- 
put is enormous. 

There is a total of 871 books printed 
in the German language dealing with 
the temperance question, 
413 different authors, and practically all 
published since the year 1880, the great- 
er portion of them since 1890. 

“Besides this, there are now thirty- 
seven newspapers, magazines and an- 
nuals published in German devoted to 
the temperance question. 

The temperance reformation in Ger- 
many has had such a recent beginning 
and the supposed German repugnance 
to total abstinence is so well grounded, 
it is really difficult to comprehend the 
full meaning of this vast array of lit- 
erature in the German tongue. 

“The evidence is clear that the people 
of Germany have taken up the alcohol 
question with an energy excelled by 
no other people ov the face of the earth. 
Good Templar lodges are multiplying 
every year. The Blue Cross has spread 
all over the Empire. 

“The Imperial Health Office at Ber- 
lin is sending out elaborate literature 
against the use of alcohol as a bever- 
age. Count Douglas, the brother-in-law 
of the Emperor, is oneof the foremost 
temperance reformers in the country 
and, day after day, the Journal of the 
Imperial Parliament has contained 
pages of his arguments against drink. 
Leading lights in German universities 
are also leaders In the new reform. 

“Plans are even being matured for a 
German Temperance exhibit at the 
coming St. Louis Exposition. 

“The kindly personal interest taken 
in the scientific temperance propaganda 
of Mrs. Hunt by the German Empress 
shows how the anxiety about drink has 
reached the upper strata of German so- 
clety. What nation on earth can fur- 
nish a parallel of the late Bremen Con- 
gress when 1500 people sat ‘or four days 
to discuss the drink peril. What a deep 
unrest it must be that causes nearly 
a thousand different books to be 
dumped into a single language on a 
single topic within twenty-five years. 
And who can measure the effect? 

“Germany has the first stage 
of the reform—that of moderation. Ab- 
stinence is now the general cry and 
with a decided squint toward legisla- 
tion, both remedial and preventive. At 
the present swift rate, the reform may 
have complete prohibition for its watch- 
word in ten more years.” 


UST RESPECT 
AUTHORITY. 


OF DETECTIVES’ CASE. 


Strong Plea for Greater Respect for 
the Majesty of the Law and for 
its Officers— Doesn't Like Flippant 
References. 


— — — 


“I am much gratified with the out- 
come of the examination of the de 
tectives,” said Bishop Joseph H. John- 
son of the Episcopal diocese of Los 
Angeles, yesterday, “and I wish to ex- 
press my approval of the stand taken 
by The Times in the matter. 

“I fear there is a growing tendency 
to nourish a disrespect for authority 
and the law. We see it on all sides 
and among all classes. The power- 
ful often ignore the law and the 
criminal classes set it at deflance. 
Certain newspapers and certain ele- 
ments in society encourage this ten- 
dency; they do all they can to culti- 
vate a contempt for the majesty of 
the law, upon which we must all re- 
ly for protection.

CATTLE DYING 
BY THOUSANDS. 


Antelope Valley Herds May 
Be Annthilated. 


Worst Food Famine in Hite 
tory of District.

Rain Comes Soon. 


Herds containing thousands of head 
of cattle in the Antelope Valley will 
be annihilated unless heavy rains 
come within a short time. Conditions 
in that section are more serious than 
they have been at any other time dur- 
ing the past sixteen years. Between | 
5000 and 6000 head of cattle in the 
northern part of Los Angeles county 
are slowly dying of hunger and thirs*. 
Their condition is pitiable in the ex- 
treme. Not only are the cattle suf- 
fering torture, but the financial loss 
to cattlemen will be enormous unless 
the drouth is soon broken by copious 
rains. 

This is the story of distress brougnt 
by L. C. Stuckey of Lancaster, one 


ley. 

“I have livedin the Antelope Valley 
for sixteen years,” said Mr. Stuckey 
yesterday, “but I have never seen 
such lamentable conditions as the 
present ones. My own herd has 
dwindled to about five hundred head 
and some of them are so weck they 
can scarcely walk. Other raisers arg 
faring no better, and unless we have 
good rains in a very short time or de- 
vise some way to get the cattie out, 
our herds will be practically anniht- 
lated. The situation is simply heart- 
rending and at present we see no 
means of remedying it. 

WORST YEAR EVER KNOWN. 

“Antelope Valley under the most 
favorable conditiops iu none too good 
as far as water is concerned,” con- 
tinued Mr. Stuckey, “tut this year is 
the worst in its history. The sage 
brush and salt grass are completely 
dried up, leaving practically no nour- 
ishment for the animals.

San Francisco Detectives Capture 
Young Man Who is Badly Wanted 
Here for Grand Larceny. 

Nathan Kieinmann, allas Cline, was 
arrested yesterday in San Francisco at 
the request of the police authorities of 
this city on a charge of grand larceny, 
and an officer left last night to bring 
him back for trial.

NO TUBERCULAR HOSPITALS 
NEAR RESIDENCES. 


Council Votes for an Ordinance 
Which Will Cripple Kaspare Cohn 
Hospital of the Hebrew Benevolent 


After an animated debaie yesterday 
Morning the Council adopted the re- 
pert of the Committee on Legislation 
recommending that the City Attorney 
be instructed to draft an ordinance 
making it unlawful to erect or main- 
tain within 250 feet of a residence, 
Schoolhouse or church building, any 
hospital where persons afflicted with 
are treated. 

ttorney Oscar Lawler protested 
Wigorously against the ‘recommenda- 
tion of the committee. He said the 
Council by enacting such legislation 
would merely put a premium on sub- 
terfuge and deceit. 

“God Almighty gave us this climate 
that attracts consumptives from all 
— 4 the world, and we cannot keep 

away if we would,” he declared. 
“God Almighty also imposed on us an 


- Who cannot pay to get into a first-class 
hospital.” 
IAwier declared that the attempt to 
‘ have the ordinance passed was made 
chiefly because of a fight against the 
pare Cohn Hospital at No. 1443 
U avenue, which is maintained. 
by the Hebrew Benevolent Society. 
Sick and indigent persons who apply 
to this society for relief are sent to 
this tal. Lawler said the Ma- 
sonic order was contemplating the es- 
tablishment of a similar institution 
and he thought the projects should be 
encouraged instead of crippled by leg- 
islation. 

The Kaspare Cohn Hospital was 
founded by Mr. Cohn about two years 
ago, when the house and lot on Car- 
roll avenue and a considerable sum of 
money was donated by him for the 
purpose. At that time there was no 
refuge for indigent consumptive pa- 
tients other than the County Hospital, 
and in the opinion of members of the 
Hebrew Benevolent Society the best of 
care was not given the unfortunates at 
the county institution. Attorney Law- 
ler was at that time on the Masonic 
board of relief which cares for many 
destitute Masons, and he was familiar 
with conditions. Yesterday he said: 

“I felt at that time that if I bad to 

between immediate dissolution 
and the County Hospital, that I would 
prefer to die right away.” 

The attorney went on to state that 
the Kaspare Cohn Hospital is main- 
tained solely by private subscriptions 
and that if it did not exist its patients 
must die or become a charge on the 
county He said that . Newmark 
donated his medical services to the in- 
stitution. Only twelve or fourteen pa- 
tients could be quartered in the bulld- 
ing and not more than four or five 
consumptives had ever been treated 
there at the same time. 

“This measure is a blow at the char- 
itable organizations that are trying tc 
help out the sick and indigent,” said 


w er. 

Furien said he thought some legisia- 
tion along the line proposed was nec- 
essary to protect the residence dis- 


tricts. 

Skilling thought the Hebrew Benev- 
olent Society could maintain the hos- 
pital for the treatment of all patients 
other than those suffering with con- 
sumption.

GRAND JURY HEARS CHARGES 


AGAINST C. N. WILSON. 


Miss M. J. Bell Alleges He Mis- 
appropriated Trust Funds of 
Bell Estate, Which, Under the 
Code, is Embezzlement. 


The alleged misappropriation of trust 
funds from the Bell estate by Attorney 
C. N. Wilson, more usually known as 
“China Wilson, was brought to the at- 
tention of the grand jury yesterday. © 

about twenty-six years these 
tunds remained in the hands of Wilson, 


and recently when an accounting was 
demanded and judgment for $7843.71 


Was given against him he not only 
failed to make good, but avers that he 
has nothing save a bit of property on 
San Fernando street which is of insig- 
nificant value, and a ranch in the hills 
which is covered by a homestead. 

The money claimed js all that is left 
of the estate of Jacob Bell, who came to 
Los Angeles in the early years from 
the mines, bringing with him a goodly 
amount of money in gold dust and nug- 
gets. He is reputed to have had about 
$22,000, and a portion of this sum he 
invested in real estate. His home place 
was on a 160-acre ranch opposite Agri- 
cultural Park, which was divided from 
the ranch of Michael Lechenais by a:. 
irrigating zanja. And this zanja was 
a constant source. of contention be- 
tween the men. In 1870, as now, water 


was valuable, even if land was not, 


and when Bell one day threw open the 
gates of the ditch in defiance of his 
neighbor Lechenais, the latter shot Beli 


dead. 


The Frenchman fied, for in those days 
the methods of justice were of the sum- 
mary order, but was captured by,the 
marshal in a wine shop on Commércial 
close to Los Angeles street, the main 
thoroughfare of the city at that time. 
He was put in the jail, which then 
stood on the site of the corner of the 
Phillips Building, and extended back to 
what is now New High street, and 
remained unti] called upon by a deputa- 
tion of citizens. The Vigilance Com- 
mittee was an active force in the affairs 
of Los Angeles then. and they took 
Lechenais from the. jail and escorted 
him to the old corral upon the site of 
which the new County Jail now stands, 
at the corner of Temple and Buena 
Vista streets, where he was hanged. 

That historic site had been marked by 
more than one tragedy, but when 
Lechenais was etrung up to the 
gallows-like framework of the gateway 
on the Buena Vista-street side of the 
corral it was the last lynching that took 
place in Los Angeles with the exception 
of the mad onslaught made some years 
later when the citizens turned out en 
masse and hanged thirteen Chinese on 


Los Angeles street, as a bloody reprisal 


for the killing of the City Marshal. 

Cameron E. Thom was appointed by 
the court administrator of the estate of 
Jacob Bell, who was a bachelor. Six 
heirs were found—three brothers and 
three sisters—and in due time the es- 
tate was distributed save in the case 
of one of the brothers. He declined to 
receive his portion—or, at least, omitted 
to do go, and then Tpom applied to the 
court for his discharge and asked that 
a receiver be appointed to look after 
the unclaimed interest of the absent 
heir. Attorney Wilson was appointed, 
and the real estate and money on hand 
were turned over to him. 

In the first instance the 1 was 
not large, consisting of only two pieces 
of real estate and $1100 in cash. But in 
those days money brought 2 per cent. a 
month at interest, and one of the 
pieces of property on Hill near Third 
street, which Wilson sold for $2000, was 
disposed of some years ago for $30,000. 
The second bit of eters J was on Los 
Angeles, between Commercial and Re- 
quena streets. 

About two years ago Mise Mary Jane 
Rell arrived from Canonsburg, ash- 
ington county, Pennsylvania, to claim 
an accounting. She had been appointed 
administratrix of the estate of Solomon 
Bell—the brother of Jacob who had 
failed to claim his portion of the es- 
tate—who had died in Pennsylvante. 
After arriving in California she waited 
until she had lived here a year in order 
that che might prosecute her claim ef- 
fectively. In January of last year she 
secured a judgment against Wilson for 
$7843.71, as the sum total due to the 
estate of Solomon Bell after being in 
the hands of the receiver for about 
twenty-six years, and after deducting 
all credits due him. 

But with the bare judgment Mies Bell 
has had to rest content. Once Wilson 
was cited to show cause, and he then 
stated that he was willing to pay, but 
had nothing to pay with. He said that 
his little bit of property on San Fer- 
nando street, worth about $500, he was 
willing to turn over, but he claimed 
that his ranch is exempt as it is pro- 
tected by a homestead... 

On the other hand the attorneys for 
Miss Bell claim that this is not a mat- 
ter merely of indebtedness, and that the 
code especially Graws a distinction be- 
tween the holding of trust and other 
funds.

MANY FINE ARTESIAN WELLS IN 
VENTURA COUNTY. 


— 


Successful Results of Well Boring 
en the Conejo—Troubles of a Book 
Agent—Cattlemen Seek to Save 
Their Herds. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

VENTURA, Jan. 26.--The continued 
dry weather isyproving a blessing in 
one respect. It is urging the develop- 
ment of water in the dry places. In 
this respect recent past dry seasons 
have been the cause of the develop- 
ment of much water in this county, 
and this year there is a promise that 
more water than ever will be devel- 
oped. At present there are fine artesian 


wells In places the old-time Califor-~ 


nian never dreamed of looking. for 
- Water. Development on what is known 
as the Conejo rancho, in this county, 
is now going on with considerable suc- 
cess. The Conejo is a beautiful body of 
table land on top of the mountain 
range dividing Los Angeles and Ven- 
tura counties. It has magnificent 
stretches of fine grain lands, while its 
ballons are well wooded with great 
oaks and sycamores. The only thing 
that has prevented the Conejo from be- 
ing the garden spot of Southern Call- 
' fornia was scarcity of water. Now 
water has been found there by sink- 
ing wells. The oldest inhabitant is 
rubbing his eyes in wonderment at it. 
Wells are being put down in every 
direction. A. D. Russell has already de- 
veloped fifty inches of water there, and 
feels so hopeful over his experiments 
„that he is willing to put in another 


$2000 to increase his water flow to 100 
inches. ‘ 

All the well-boring outfits in the 
county are busy in various sectjons. 
‘Those who already have wells are set- 
ting their pumping plants going. Es- 
pecially is this the case on the big Co- 


lonia ranch. Indeed, few ranchers in 


that section are wtihout good wells, 
and it is reasonably sure that even 
with an utter failure of rain the farm- 
ers across the river will raise crops. 

NOT A FLATTERING SUCCESS. 

©. C. Flatter, a book agent, who has 
recently been doing business in this 
county,. is not flattering himself that 
he was at all wise in his business deal- 
ings, for he is possessed of a goodly 
number of school warrants which he 
will not be able to cash, while he will 
be troubled to pay back to certain 
county banks moneys already collected 
by him on some of the warrants which 
he succeeded in having cashed. The 
County Board of Education has a rule 
whereby it will adopt no books for 
which agents canvages the county, and 
the State law provides that all books 
used in the schools must be adopted by 
the board. 

Flatter dropped into the county with 
an encyclopedia of some sort and made 
no further inquiry than to ask the local 
banks if they would cash school war- 
rants. The bankers told him certainly, 
with the K.“ of the County Super- 
intendent of Schools. Flatter went 
ahead with his work and sold to coun- 
try school trustees and accepted war- 
ra:.ts on their respective school dis- 
tricts. Some of these he cashed about 
the country. When the holders sent 
them to Superintendent Sackett he re- 
turned them wtihout his mark of ap- 
proval upon them. Now there will be 
some hustling among the holders of the 
Warrants, and some hustling upon the 
part of Mz. Flatter to get his books 

back.

WATER COMPANIES MEET TO 
PERFECT ORGANIZATION. 


— 


Officers Elected—Several Compa- 
nies Decline to Join at Present. 
Clues in Rockhill Murder Case. 
Karle Pleads Not Guilty. : 


RIVERSIDE, Jan. 25.—The Soutsernu 
California Water Pyotective Associa- 
tion convened in the office of the River- 
side Water Company at 11:30 o'clock 
this forenoon. There were delegates 
present from alinost every water com- 
pany in Southern California. The ob- 
ject, as stated by E. A. Chase, the tem- 
porary presiding officer, was to effect a 
permanent organization for mutual 
protection. Only a few of the compa- 
nies had signed the articles of associa- 
tion as promulgated at the meeting held 
here on the lith inst., some bodies de- 
clining to do so at the present and 
giving their reasons for not cioper- 
ating. The Gage Canal people said 
they were soon to hold an election of 
officers; Mr. Leeds of Ontario said they 
had important water litigation and do 
not care to change attorneys, as would 
probably be necessary if they joined 
this new organization; Mr. Baldridge 
of Pomona told how at Corona they 
were fighting over riparian rights and 
didn’t care to make a change in man- 
agement just now. 

Officers were elected as follows: 
George Frost, President; George Whit- 
comb of Glendora, Vice-President; W. 
A. Cowell, Secretary; and First Na- 
tional Bank of Riverside, treasurer. 

The principal paper was read by M. 
Baldridge of Pomona. Baldridge spoke 
in favor of the settlement of all ques- 
tions in dispute by compromise. Speak- 
ing on the recent decision of the Su- 
preme Court, Mr. Baldridge said: 

“There is no such thing as being able 
to trace an underground flow and de- 
termine the amount thereof, and it is 
impossible to tell how much water will 
reach a given point if it is not d- 


verted.”

ROCKHILL MURDER CASE. 

The semblance of à clue in the Rock- 
hill murder case was found this morn- 
ing, when an Indian called at Se Brill's 
drugstore and bought a quantity of 
“Wizard Oil" and presented a $20 gold 
piece. He showed a wad of green- 
backs and checks, and asked to have 
anether $20 gold piece changed. Sheriff 
Coburn is hunting for the Indian, who 
seems to have skipped for parts un- 
known. Rockhill had considerable 
money and checks on his person and 
in the house at the time of the murder. 
Another possible clue has been found 
in the fact that a Mexican presented 
two $70 checks at 8. M. Guthrie's 
bakery at Arlington, both drawn on 
the Citizens’ National Bank of this 
city. A similar check drawn by James 
Edmonstone was found on the body of 
the dead man this morning. 

Today officers found a plow handie 
with blood stains all over it, indicating 
that it was used to beat the old man 
over the head. That he put up a hard 
fight is evident from the way in which 
his left arm and wrist are badly 
bruised and from the manner in which 
the left side of his head is crushed. 

Rockhill’s body will be buried beside 
that of his wife in Evergreen Cemetery 
here,

Grief and the Broken Heart. 


Sudden deaths from emotion or grief 
are stock incidents with writers of 
fiction, and appeal to the reader on ac- 
count of their purely dramatic effect. 
They are not without their parailel, 
however, in actual fact. The “brcken 
heart“ is explained by other causes 
that actual rupture of the organ. In 
exceptional cases of profound mental 
shock weak persons have been known 
to expire suddenly with all the symp- 
toms of heart failure. The disconso- 
late widow who fell dead while her 
husband's body was being interred 
was evidently an instance in point. 
Worn by overpowering sorrow, crushed 
in spirit and with a firm conviction 
that it was impossible for her to sur- 
vive her loss, there was only needed 
a final test of strength to bring about 
fatal exhaustion. 

The powerful emotions at work en- 
dently affected heart action in a di- 
rect manner. Usually under such cir- 
cumstances there is some organic 
trouble or particular physical weakness 
that acts as a contributory cause, 
but not always, Numerous similar 
cases are on record in which post-mor- 
tem examinations failed to show any 
other cause for death, Brouardel, in 
his work on “Sudden Death,” gives 
some examples. The victims have been 
known either to die in a faint or ex- 
pire suddenly with a shriek, Fortu- 
nately the occurrences are very rare 
among the daily severe afflictions of 
humanity.

RUSSIA AND JAPAN, 


SOME CAUSES OF THE PRES- 
ENT STRAINED RELATIONS. 


T MUST occur to students of or!- 

ental affairs that some of the ob- 
Jets of Japan in fomenting a war 
with Russia are not understood. Aiso 
that the real objects of Russia in cling- 
ing tenaciously to the foothold she has 
gained in Manchuria have been lost 
sight of. . - 
Russia has expended hundreds of 
millions of dollars in the construction 
of the Trans-Siberian Railroad through 
au vast area of territory, gained by 
gradual encroachment, to Vladivostok. 
The object of this gigantic undertak- 
ing was twofold; first, to better hold 
the territory acquired by means of the 
facilities for handling troops, and sec- 
ond, the acquirement of a port on the 
Pacific as a naval base. Before the 
road reached Viadivostok it was dis- 
covered that that port was tmprac- 
ticable for the reason that it is ice- 
bound a considerable portion of each 
winter. As soon as this discovery was 
made the Muscovite set about acquir- 
ing a port further south that could be 
used as a naval base and as a feeder 
for the Siberian Railway. Resorting. to 
every pretext this has been accorh- 


plished by the extension of the road 
through the Chinese territo of Man- 
churia to Port Arthur and Dalny, ene 


latter wrested from China after the 
world powers marched their troops to 
Peking in 1900. | 

Japan, forced off the main land after 
her successful war with China in 1895, 
and despoiled of the fruits of her vic- 
tory, viz., a foothold in China and a 
dominating influence over Chinese af- 
fairs, viewed the steady Russian ad- 
vance with suspicion and jealousy 
which has now become genuine alarm 
~for who knows how far the greed of 
Russia will extend? Beneath this, 
however, is an clement that seems to 
have been forgotten—that Japan has 
within the last score of years under- 
gone « revolution of a far-reaching 
character. 

In 1854, when Commodore Perry ap- 
peared at Yeddo, the entire territory of 
Japan was divided between upwards of 
thirty feudal lords, and the Mikado, 
or proper ruler, was in retirement at 
Osaka. For two hundred years the 
sovercigns of his line had discharged 
only religious functions. The lords ad- 
ministered affairs in their various 
feudal districts. At Yeddo one of these 
lords, more powerful than the rest, ex- 
ercised an authority that was feudal 
so far as his own territory was con- 
cerned and regulative as between the 
other lords. He was called the “ty- 
coon.“ It was with him that Commo- 
dore Perry made his treaty, having no 
suspicion that he was not dealing with 
the highest authority. The treaty ne- 
gotiated by Mr. Harris on behalf of the 
United States in 1858 was also made 
with the tycoon, as were all treaties 
with European countries negotiated 
during the next few years. . 

Whether with shrewd foresight as to 
revenue and influence, or in order to 
avoid immediate difficulties, the ty- 
coon in making treaties provided 
only for opening ports in territory con- 
trolled by his family. With the du- 
that amounted annually to a 
large sum, all of which were appropri- 
ated by him, he was able to buy ships, 
establish arsenals and to employ 
western instructors for his army and 
navy. 
came restless they saw no reason why 
they should not share the benefits of 
foreign intercourse. Later they feared 
that the tycoon would become 80 
strong that the old balance of power 


would be destroyed adversely to their 
interests. 
About 1866 some of the lords at- 


tempted to open ports of their own, 
but they were resisted forcibly by the 
tycoon. A general civil war broke 
out in 1868, the inception of which was 
a contest between the tycoon and some 
of the feudal lords. The result was a 
successful movement 35 the ministers 
and retainers of the lords to retire 
both the lords and the tycoon and the 
rehabilitation of the Mikado. Subse- 
quently changes were rapid and re- 
sulted in the establishment of a con- 
stitutional government modeled after 
European patterns. There have been 
pauses since; but the trend has been 
steady toward the. solidification of the 
empire. 

The heads of the new regime in 
Japan, as would be the case in any 
other country, have been 2 con- 
cerned in laying securely the founda- 
tions of the new political structure. 
Nothing was more likely than that the 
lords would by rebellion or intrigue 
attempt to regain power. To meet 
such an emergency the Mikado and 
his party commenced to build up a 
great military establishment. is 
was easily done, for the people of 
Japan were bred to the military idea 
feudalism does that for any peopie. 

A military establishment of such 
magnitude as that built up dy the 
Mikado soon demands employment and 
there is no doubt but that has been 
the case with the Japanese army. 

In connection with the development 
of militarism and its consequences an- 
other danger has menaced the state. 
A revolution seldom, if ever, rests at 
the point desired by those who set it 
on foot. As might have been expected, 
a radical element arose which soon be- 
came powerful in the national Parlia- 
ment. The Japanese Parliament was 
established in 1890; already it has been 
prorogued no less than ‘six times. 

These cauees had much weight in 
bringing about the war with China. 
While it is possible that Japan thought 
she had just cause for war with China, 
it is more probable that under the 
then existing circumstances she turned 
to a foreign war for relief from inter- 
nal difficulties. 

The condition of China was such as 
to invite attack. Her army had not 
been organized in accordance with 
modern methods and while she had 
bought and built many war vessels 
and put arms of late pattern Into her 
military equipment, neither officers 
nor men had been trained to use them. 
Nothing could be more certain than 
that the Japanese moving with pre- 
cision and celerity would accomplish 
initial successes and would soon be in 
a position to make a peace that would 
insure their prestige at home and 
abroad. 

So far as Korea is concerned, she 
made no statement indicating any 
ground of complaint against China, nor 
has she in the present instance com- 
plained formally against Russia, The 
cases of China and Russia, however, 
are different. On the side of Russia 
there is little justification, while on 
that of China much could be said. 
China has for a long period observed 
an attitude of friendliness to the 
small states that border her territory. 

The Chinese empire is not the crea- 
ture of a day. It had assumed prac- 
tically its present proportions many 
centuries before our government was 
formed: but in all this time what has 
China done in the way of aggression? 
Has Korea, whose capital is — 
a fortnight’s journey on horsebac 
from that of China, fallen a prey to 
her mighty neighbor? Have the Loo- 
Choo Islands lost their independence? 
Has Annam, or Cambodia, or Burmah, 
or Siam been incorporated into the 
body politic? There has been no move. 
ment on the part of China calculated 
to thredten the safety of those states. 
They have had no cause to regard her 
with any other feelings than those of 
respect, friendliness and confidence, 

To me there is a great attraction 
in the fact that this vast empire has 
stood for centuries regardful of her 
neighbor's boundaries and rights, Her. 
civilisation has been superior to theirs, 
resources bave heen overwhelming

Of late years, reckoning twenty as 
late, as foreign aggression came nearer, 
China found it good policy to give out 
an idea that her relations with the 
petty states was more than sentimental 
and that she would defend them with 
arms if need be. This action was taken 
in the case of the movement of the 
French against Cambodia—it stayed

the hands of France then as it stayed | 


Russian aggressivenes in 1889. 
Korea, a state that Hes nearer her own 
capital, and which was doubtless the 
cause of anxiety as respected not only 
Japan, but Russia and England, China 
sought to draw more close her rela- 
tions. It was in these movements that 
Japan found a pretext for starting the 
China-Japanese war. 

China, working out, her destiny, es- 
tablished a form of government two 
thousand yedrs ago. That form of goev- 
ernment has given beneficial results. 
If it had not it would have been swept 
from the face of the earth at some mo- 
ment in the long centuries which have 
elapsed since its establishment. It is 
an autocratic form as befits its Asiatic 
origin. 

Japan, under stress of the revolution 
and the inflow of foreign ideas, has 
made a new government. It ts founded 
on the democratic idea. It is provided 
with the latest form of representative 
parliament and a semi-responsible min- 
istry. It is not Asiatic but European. 
It is an alien system. 

While both China and Japan are Al- 
atic, there are differences between them 
which are salient. The Chinaman Is 
the Englishman of Asia; he ts guided 
by a never-failing common sense. He 
is conservative but knows how to fit 
means to ends. The Japanese ig a 
Frenchman in hie impulsiveness, his 
sentimental adherence to etical 
conclusions and his capacity for quick- 
ness of movement. We may have sym- 
pathy with Japan; in fact, we cannot 
but admire the unflinching spirit she 
brings to bear in working out her prob- 
lems. ‘We cannot sympathize with 
China. Her conservatism is distaste- 
ful to us and her customs savor too 
much of ages long gone by. 

What would be the result of a union 
of these two forces in the prospective 
war against Russia? The one slight; 
but impulsive and full of initiative. The 
other so ponderous that once set in 
motion it would grind even the Musco- 
vite back over his steppes. 

China, dazed by the catastrophe 
which befell her when the allied ar- 
mies occupied Peking in 1900, fell easily 
under Russian influence when the evac- 
uation took place. The method of ter- 
ritorial aggrandizement pursued by the 
Czar's government has always been 
stealthy, not to say dishonorable, first 
trading concessions have been acquired 
and these occupied by large bodies of 
troops. Protest on part of the less pow- 
erful grantor of favors at the fortifica- 
tion and military occupation of points 
intended only for commercial purposes 
has been invariably met with deflance 
and seizure of territory. Thus has 
the Muscovite stolen his way across 
Asia. Encouraged by years of suc- 


cess in this peculiar diplomacy he has. 


sought to apply the same methods in 
Manchuria. First pequiring trading 
posts on the frontier, then railway con- 
cessiona, these followed by the inevita- 
ble military occupation she seeks hew 
to defy not only China, the sovereign 
of the territory, but the world. Fora 
time it seemed as though China would 
acquiesce but within the last few weeks 
aroused by the demands of the United 
States and the prospective support of 
Japan she has defied the Muscovite by 
ratifying. treaties for the opening of 
Mukden and Antung in Manchuria 
to the trade of the world. Only a few 
weeks since it was declared that these 
treaties would never be ratified, and 
there is no doubt but all the power of 
Russia at Peking has been exerted to 
prevent this consummation. For Russia 
there has been a fatal blunder on 
the chessboard of diplomacy. She must 
recede or fight. To recede means loss 
of prestige, the loss of hundred of mil- 
lions of money invested in Manchuria 
and the ruin of the Trans-Siberian 
Railway. By fighting ,it is probable 
that she would save only prestige, for 
she is unprepared for a great war so 
far from her base of supplies. 

In the meantime Japan is not only 
ready but anxious to fight. The Mi- 
kado has domestic reasons for the for- 
eign employment of his great army. The 
signing of old feudal war songs at the 
celebration of the Japanese New Year 
and the disorders in parliament indt- 
cate the intense internal strain to which 
the new government of Japan is sub- 
jected—the people clamor for war. The 
time has evidently been chosen with 
deliberation, when the superiority of 
the Japanese navy precludes the trans- 
port of Russian troops by sea and the 
icebound railway is useless for min- 
tary purposes. 

Japan has 650,000 trained soldiers and 
can draw on her population for as many 
more as necessity demands. During 
the march to Peking I was more than 
favorably impressed with the efficiency 
and precision of these little soldiers. 
Their force of 15,000 men set the pace 
for the other troops, yet there were 
no stragglers; they were always abund- 
antly supplied with necessaries, always 
a perfect fighting machine and arrived 
at Peking with practically all of their 
men effective. The same cannot be 
said of the Russian contingent, many 
of the acts of whose soldiers would 
have disgraced a savage tribe, not to 
mention a civilized nation. 

While as a nation China may ob- 
serve strict neutrality this will not be 
the case with individual Chinese. Japan 
— uae as many of these as she re- 
quires or transporti supplies, 
erecting fortifications, — other fa - 
tigue duty, leaving her entire army ef- 
fective as fighting men. This was done 
by the American army in the Philip- 
pines with excellent result. The 
Chinaman does not care to fight: but 
he does not fear death and 16 willing 
to work. This force is not available 
to Russia because if impressed tt 
would require more soldiers to force 
the ese to © than would be 
necessary to do the work. It is in this 
manner that Japan can, ff she so de- 
sires, utilize the resources of China 
and apply the force of the untold mil- 
lions of population of that country to 
her need. Will such a union of the

May expect such prosecutions. 

In its decision the Supreme Court 
holds that any person who enters any 
house, room or store with intent te 
commit larceny is guilty of burglary, 
and it is expressly stated that it makes 
no difference whether the criminal 
enters with or without the consent of 
the owner or occupants If a person en- 
ters a store during business hours with 
intent to steal a handkerchief it is bur- 
Flary just the same—for shoplifters 
under this new 
law are burglars. 

The case in which this decision so 
important to storekeepers was rendered 
was appealed to the Supreme Court 
from Santa Rosa. Frank Brittain and 
J. P. Johnson, alias Thomas Hollister, 
entered a store owned by a man named 
Rosenberg. They asked to be shown 
some cheap suits, and when they left 
the store a suit of clothes was missed 
and they were arrested. The crime was 
fastened upon them without difficulty 
and they were charged with burglary 
instead of petty larceny. 

They were promptly convicted on the 
felony charge and appealed the case 
to the highest court in the State. That 
court, in rendering its decision affirming 
the conviction, says that the evidence 
shows that the men entered the store 
for the purpose of committing larceny 
and they are therefore guilty of bur- 
glary just the same as if they had 
forced an entrance during the absence 
of the owner. The law in the case fs 
quoted and clearly defined so that shop-

When it is remembered that hardly a 
week passes but a shoplifter is ar- 
rested in this city, and sometimes as 
many as six arrests are recorded in one 
week, the importance of the decision to 
Los Angeles merchants may be ap- 
preciated. It will no longer be possi- 
ble for merchants to cause the arrest 
of thieves and then refuse to prose- 
cute them, as in felony cases they will 
be obliged to prosecute.
